A HEAVY GUN. 



It Ties Oen. Hant'i H. In forced Moltl- 
eherge Cartridge. 

Washington, Feb. a— At the navy 
yard in Washington there will be begun 
this week the construction of the most 
remarkable heavy gun yet made. An 
appropriation of|50,000 for Its construc- 
tion has been made by congress, and 
the government has contracted with 
the inventor. Gen. H. P. Hurst, of Cov- 
ington, Ky., for the purchase of all 
rights to manufacture and use the gun 
in the United States, paying for it 
•150,000. Oen. Joseph R. Hawley, of 
Connecticut, invented In connection 
with the gun a projectile which out- 
strips all others, and he has assigned It 
free of cost to the government 

The gun is to use what is known as 
the Hurst re-inforced multicharge car- 
tridge, firing about three times as 
much powder as Is burnt in any other 
gun of equal dimensions. The re-ln- 
forced charge first burns a third of the 
powder and just as the projectile is 
leaving the arm the remaining charge 
Is exploded, which guarantees safety, 
insures the minimum recoil and secures 
the greatest possible velocity 

It has a velocity for the, projectile of 
2,800 feet per second, while the govern- 
ment's guns give the same projectile 
but 2, 150 feet per second. It penetrates 
21 inches of steel, while the govern- 
ment's guns have but 16 inches of pen- 
etration. It will throw an immense 
projectile with accuracy from 14 to IS 
miles.
